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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of the present application in view of the claims as set forth above and 
further in view of the following remarks is respectfully requested. Claims 5-13 are pending in the 
present application as claims 1-4 have hereby been withdrawn without prejudice. Claims 5, 7 and 9 
have been amended and claims 10-13 have been newly added. No new matter has been introduced 
via the proposed changes and support for the amendment(s) can be found in the specification as 
originally filed (e.g., p. 6, Ins. 10-15). 

The Action of February 7, 2005: (1) noted a provisional election to withdraw claims 
1-4 of the original application fi-om consideration; (2) objected to Figure 1 of the drawings under 37 
C.F.R. 1.121(d) (MPEP 608.02(g)); (3) objected to claim 9 under 37 C.F.R. 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form (MPEP 608.01); and (4) rejected claims 5-9 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No.5,614,729 toUkai et al. (hereinafter the "'729 patent"). 

Regarding item (1) identified above, Applicant hereby affirms the election to 
prosecute original claims 5-9 and the withdrawal, without prejudice, of claims 1-4 from 
consideration. 

Regarding item (2) identified above, Apphcant respectfully submits that a corrected 
Figure 1, m compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.121(d), has been provided herewith via replacement sheet. 
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Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection to the 
drawings. 

Regarding item (3) identified above, Applicant respectfully submits that present claim 
9 effectively traverses the stated objection thereof under 37 C.F.R. 1.75(c) and thus respectfully 
requests reconsideration and withdrawal of such objection to claim 9. 

Regarding item (4) identified above, Applicant respectfully submits that claim 5 is 
patentable over the '729 patent at least because such reference clearly fails to disclose or suggest that 
"the source and drain regions act as an intermediate layer between source and drain electrodes and 
the source and drain portions of the second silicon layer" as recited by present claim 5. Rather, in 
clear contrast, the '729 patent specifically teaches that "[t]he ends of the source and drain leads 3 and 
4 comprise source and drain electrodes 3a and 4a, respectively, the edges 3e and 3e of which are 
spaced apart fi"om and parallel to each other, (col. 6, his. 17-20). Accordingly, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the stated rejection of claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) is respectfully requested. 

Concerning claims 6-9, which depend either directly or indirectly from claim 5, 
Apphcant respectfully submits that such claims are patentable over the ' 729 patent at least for the 
reason noted above with respect to claim 5. Accordingly, Apphcant further respectfully requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the stated rejection of claims 6-9. 

Similarly, with respect to newly added claims 10-13, which claims also depend either 
directly or indirectly from claim 5, Applicant respectfully submits that such claims are patentable 
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over the '729 patent at least for the reason identified/discussed with respect to claim 5. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests that such newly added claims be allowed. 



In sum. Applicant respectfully submits that the present application is in condition for 



allowance and more particularly that the pending claims are clearly patentable over the art of record. 
Thus, entry of this amendment, reconsideration of the objections and/or rejections of the claims over 
the reference(s) cited, and allowance of this application is earnestly solicited.
